The message 
carried 
the 
signatu re of the director of the 
NSA, 
“ su ggesting

wrong,” Pike said. 


Pike is chairman of a special 
Hou se armed serv ices su bcom­ 
mittee that has been inv estigat­ 
ing the seizu re of the Pu eblo by 
C o m m u n i s t North Korea on 
Jan. 2.3, 1968 . He said the NSA 
message 
did 
not 
object 
to 
sending the spy ship off the 
coast of North Korea bu t said 
consideration shou ld be giv en to 
protecting it.

WASHINGTON (AP) — P res­ 
ident Nix on said today that if 
Commu nist assau lts in Vietnam 
inflict intolerable casu alties on 
U.S. forces, “ action will take 
place” in response. 


And Nix on said there will be 
no new warning to the Vietnam 
foe in adv ance of su ch action. 
The President stood on a low 
stage, withou t a podiu m, as he 
annou nced 
his 
ABM decision 
and answered qu estions oil a 
v ariety of su bjects. 


A reporter asked whether the 
income tax su rcharge cou ld be 
redu ced. Nix on said that qu es­ 
tion wou ld be answered “ when 
we see the entire bu dget.” 


The u pcoming defense bu dget, 
he said, will be abou t $2.5 billion 
less than that su bmitted by the 
prev iou s administration. 


On the m atter of dev eloping a 
modified 
antimissile 
sy stem, 
Nix on said in a statement: “ The 
safety of ou r cou ntry requ ires 
that 
we shou ld proceed nowf 
with the dev elopment and con­ 
stru ction of the new sy stem in a 
carefu lly phased program.” 


Critics contend the antimissile 
program wou ld be prov ocativ e 
toward Ru ssia and cou ld cost an 
ev entu al $40 billion or more. 
Nix on said what he bad in mind 
wou ld cost $6 or $7 billion. 


When a newsman 
asked if 
there had been mov ement to­ 
ward a su mmit meeting with 
the Sov iets, Nix on said “Talks 
with the Sov iet Union are going 
on at a nu mber of lev els at this 
time on a nu mber of su bjects.” 
Bu t they hav e not reached the 
point “ where a su mmit discu s­ 
sion wou ld be u sefu l,” he said. 


“ I do not think one will take 
place in the near fu tu re,” he 
added, 
althou gh 
“ encou raging 


progress” is being made. 


Nix on was asked what he was 
going to do abou t holdov er offi 
cials from the prev iou s adminis 
tration still in high positions. 
He said it was a common 
practice for su ch holdov ers to 
remain. 


He will do wrhat he thinks is 
best, he said. If those now on 
the job are doing a good job, he 
said, they will be kept. 
“ Bu t we are mov ing a few 
ou t,” he said. 
He said he had been bearing a 
lot abou t the su bject from Re­ 
pu blicans in Congress.

y ear, howev er, wou ld lie cu t in 
half. 


Nix on 
said 
the 
Sentinel 
sy stem he has decided u pon has 
three major aims: 
—To protect U.S. land-based 
retaliatory forces against direct 
attack by the Sov iet Union. 
—To 
defend 
the 
American 
people 
against any 
nu clear 
attack the Chinese Commu nists 
wou ld he able to mou nt in the 
nex t 10 y ears. 


—To safegu ard against any 
accidental missile firings from 
any sou rce. 
After weighing the controv er­ 
sial decision for weeks after 
su spending work on the Sentinel 
pending a rev iew, the President 
said; 
“ I am deeply sy mpathetic to 
the concerns of priv ate citizens 
and members of Congress that 
we 
do 
only 
that 
which 
is 
necessary 
for 
ou r 
national 
secu rity . This Is 
why I am 
recommending a minimu m pro­ 
gram essential for ou r secu rity . 
It is my du ty as President to 
make certain that we do no 
less.” 
The Sentinel sy stem initiatcc. 
by President Ly ndon B. Johnson 
wou ld hav e established 15 ABM 
sites mainly near m ajor U.S. 
cities. 
Nix on said that u nder his plan 
the deploy ment: will be changed 
to giv e local defense of selected 
Minu tcmen intercontinental bal 
listic 
missile 
(CBM) 
sites, 
bomber bases and v ital com­ 
mand centers away from major 
cities. 
He told the American people 
he rejected two other options— 
one, to increase the nu mber of 
U.S. sea and land-based missiles 
and bombers; second, to harden 
ex isting retaliatory missile for­ 
ces by placing them in heav ily 
reinforced u ndergrou nd silos. 
Instead, N i x o n 
said, 
he 
decided to proceed with deploy ­ 
ment of a “modified sy stem . . . 
designed so that its defensiv e 
intent is u nmistakable.” 
The President said the first 
deploy ment 
will 
protect 
two 
missile sites and the first will 
not be completed before 1973. 
In addition, Nix on said, the 
entire 
ABM

board—a

Nix on said the Ru ssians hav e 
already

ahead

Can’t Be Ignored 
He also declared that “ the 


nu r 
Chinese 
threat 
against 
popu lation as well as the danger 
of an accidental attack cannot 
be ignored.” 


Nix on commented;

The bid means nothing where people sleep with 
one ey e open waiting for the knock and. in fact, is 
meaning less. 
Red propag andists often imply that su ch inno­ 
v ations are a shift toward the working life and free 
attitu des of the free world. Hoku s, hokey , hoku m 
They are seig ed economies. 
Incentiv e prog rams, bonu ses for more work, 
etc.. are merely mechanical 
adju stments in the 
'am e machine. They hav e no more to do with cap­ 
italism and free enterprise than a chang e the war­ 
den mig ht make at Sing Sing . 
If the prison shop manu factu red brooms, the 
warden wou ld be only intellig ent if he allowed 
more ex ercise priv ileg es and whatnot to those 
who boosted their ou tpu t. Bu t the inmates still are 
not g oing any place, still can be pu t instantly into 
solitary confinement, and the warden’s control re­ 
mains as ahsolu te as ev er. 
Poland’s CPN si ate petroleu m tru st, for ex ­ 
ample. has recently introdu ced commission ag ents 
into 200 of the g ov ernment’s 1.08 9 fu lling stations. 
They g et a small percentag e on sales if they stay 
open .16 hou rs a day . Bu t their boss remains the 
Commu nist party . 
In Bu lg aria some branches of the same in­ 
du stries hav e been broken into semi-competitiv e 
u nits. Bu t are we to forg et that the g ov ernment re­ 
mains the only cu stomer? 
The Romanian ecnomic planner, pale-faced 
Georg e Gaston Marin, wou ld tell y ou abou t new 
incentiv es. Bu t the work week (u nmentioned) is 
51 hou rs — six on Satu rday — the v v orkers g et 
nex t to nothing , and if y ou strike y ou are shot 
dead. 
Castro pay s Czechoslov akia to train his g u er­ 
rillas, and also bu y s Czech machinery and g u ns, 
with Cu ban su g ar. Bu t Czech beet-su g ar an im­ 
portant crop, is siphoned off to the Sov iet Union, 
and at no g ain to the Czech people. Their national 
ou tpu t is ex chang ed for su g ar they wou ld other­ 
wise already hav e. 
Czech railroads are in terrible shape. The im­ 
mense Skoda works makes ex cellent Diesei-elec- 
Inc locomotiv es. Bu t they g o for a pittance to the 


Sov iet Union. So does the ou tpu t of the Banta 
shoe works, Eu rope’s larg est. There’s a shortag e i 
of the Pilsen beer and of the beau tifu l Czech! 
g lass we so admire in America. The Sov iet simply j 
takes most of it — practically g ratis. 
Poland, claiming collectiv ism is a failu re, de­ 
collectiv ized the farm s 12 y ears ag o. Abou t 8 5 per 
cent are priv ately owned. Bu t Poland remains 
flat on its ag ricu ltu ral back and the farmers hav e 
nothing — nothing . 
Hu ng ary , 
claiming priv ate ownership is a 
failu re and blaming priv ate ownership, collecti­ 
v ized the land nine y ears ag o. The littleknown 
fact is that Hu ng ary did not collectiv ize its farms 
u ntil I960. Abou t 96 per cent of the arable land is 
in 3.690 larg e-scale state farms. 
Hu ng ary has alway s been the breadbasket of 
the Balkans. For centu ries her wheat carg oes 
stu dded the Danu be. In fact, the world’s first 
ag ricu ltu ral colleg e was established at Szarv as 
by piioneer Samu el Tessedik. and as long ag o as 
1780. Yet. instead of being ex ported. Hu ng ary ’s 
wheat now ru ns nip and ru ck with domestic needs. 
East Germany has remov ed potato rationing 
for the first time since 1938. It has taken 24 y ears 
since the war to do away with potato stamps and 
they ’ll probably be back with the new crop. 
Space parts? forg et it. East Berlin’s Neu s 
Deu tschland newspaper specializes in wanted and 
av ailable 
spare-parts 
adv ertisements, 
and 
the 
needs read like a ju nk y ard in print. 
The Wartbu rg is a lig ht car East Germany 
trades to Czechoslov akia for the 
thou g h sty leless. You can g et twice as mu ch for 
it secondhand as y ou paid new. The reason is that 
it takes two or three y ears to g et the car: the 
secondhand price is the premiu m for immediate 
deliv ery . 
The same is tru e in the barter markets that 
spread tlirou g hou t most satellite cou ntries. You r 
raincoat off y ou r back will bring fou r times as 
mu ch in most places as a new raincoat. There ju st 
aren’t any . 
The tru e sou rce of Prag u e’s Radio Valv a is 
Dresden. East Germany . Annou ncing that some 
small bu sinesses can be operated by their pro­ 
prietors is like annou ncing that how encou rag ­ 
ing it is for a man to drown in 12 feet of water 
instead of 20.

How do y ou stop crim e? For 
y edrs 
som e 
sociolog ists 
and 
their jou rnalistic allies arg u ed 
that pu nishm ent did not deter 
crim e, that stiff sentences and 
tou g h law enforcem ent did not 
redu ce the crim e rate. What 
was needed, they protested, was 
m ore welfare. 
No one can dispu te the arg u ­ 
m ent that some of the nation’s 
crim e breeds in the slu ms and 
mu ch of it in the prisons, which 
su bstitu te cru elty for rehabilita­ 
tion. Bu t the facts are in on 
at least one of the crim e fronts, 
and 
they 
dem onstrate 
that 
tou g hness 
in 
dealing 
with 
crim inals does pay off. 
That 
front 
is 
Washing ton, 
D.C., 
where 
bank 
robberies 
hav e 
been 
escalating 
month 
after month u ntil they reached 
the record of 19 in Janu ary . 
Then, in 
Febru ary , 
that fig u re 
plu mmeted to two robberies in 
the nation’s capital. 
What did it? 
Ev en 
the 
anti-pu nishment 
forces here concede that one of 
the factors was District Cou rt 
Ju dg e 
Georg e 
L. 
Hart. 
In 
sentencing an arm ed bandit to 
from 
15 y ears to life, u nder a 
prev iou sly u nnoticed prov ision 
in the 
1967 D.C. Crime Act, 
Ju dg e H art serv ed notice on 
crim inals in Washing ton “ that 
any one else conv icted by a ju ry 
before me of arm ed robbery 
may ex pect a similar sentence.” 
According to police inform­ 
ants, these words sent a shiv er 
down the backs of the district’s 
crim inal 
elem ent. 
Su ddenly , 
robbing banks becam e less of 
an indoor sport and more of 
a hazard. 
There 
has 
been 
other bad 
news for crooks. In the past, 
ju dg es wou ld release su spects 
on their personal recog nizance 
— that is, withou t bail. Before 
they cam e to trial, they were 
g ranted 
deiay s 
and 
con­ 
tinu ances, pu tting off the ev il 
day 
of 
ju dg m ent. 
Recently , 
howev er, the cou rts hav e been 
imposing stiff bail. 
Twenty -one bank robbery su s­ 
pects hav e been arrested since 
Jan. 1, and 16 of these are in 
jail becau se they were u nable 
to raise bail rang ing from $15,0- 
00 to $30,000. Since a su bstantial 
nu m ber of arm ed robberies are 
com m itted 
by 
su spects 
ou t 
awaiting trial, their inability to 
raise hig h bail has eontirbu ted 
m ig htily to the decline in D.C. 
crime. 
Another inhibiting factor has 
been the creation of a special 
detectiv e 
squ ad, 
working 
in 
tandem 
with 
the 
Federal 
Bu reau 
of 
Inv estig ation 
and 
resu lting in qu icker arrest of 
criminals a n d 
m or e airtig ht 
cases to be prosecu ted. This, 
too, has not been lost on the 
crim inal element. It has become 
obv iou s 
to 
them 
that 
crim e 
doesn't pay as well as it once 
did. 
It wou ld be too mu ch to take 
the ev idence of one month as 
a sig n that W ashing ton’s crim e 
wav e has been stopped. Bu t it 
does prov e fairly conclu siv ely 
that 
crim inals 
think 
twice 
before knocking ov er a bank 
when 
they 
know 
w'hat 
the 
consequ ences will be. It may 
be. too, that the su ccesses thu s 
far achiev ed will be neg ated by 
pressu re on the cou rts and the 
police becau se bail has been 
“ harsh.” 
The lesson is there, howev er, 
for all to stu dy . Other cities 
equ ally plag u ed by a hig h in­ 
cidence of arm ed robbery can 
du plicate 
W a s h i n g t o n ’ s 
m easu res with like effect. If 
they do. 
then 
some kind 
of 
sanity will retu rn to the Ameri­ 
can scene. And with this sanity 
m ay come the realization that 
there 
is 
nothing 
m y steriou s 
abou t what encou rag es men to 
crim e. The lawlessness that has 
m arked the last fiv e y ears did 
not come abou t becau se there 
w-as 
a 
m arked 
increase 
in 
pov erty , 
a 
decrease 
in 
op­ 
portu nity . 
If economic and sociolog ical 
conditions alone cau sed crim e, 
then there wou ld hav e been a 
decrease in the rate. Bu t the 
attitu de of cou rts and the pu blic 
has been directly pertinent. The 
cou rts 
hav e 
m ade nit-picking 
the 
ru le 
in 
determ ining 
the 


v alidity 
of 
conv ictions. 
The 
trend has been to redu ce bail 
till it becam e meaning less, thu s 
du mping su spects back to their 
lairs w here they hav e plotted 
other crimes. 
This has driv en police and 
prosecu tors 
u p 
a 
wall 
of 
fru stration. And it has bu ilt a 
sanctu ary for m alefactors that 
made crime easy and of little 


risk. When the law is speedily 
a n d string ently enforced, 
the 
criminal 
knows 
it. 
He 
m u st 
weig h the possible adv antag es 
a g a i n s t the disadv antag es. 
Hav ing created this Franken­ 
stein monster, the cou rts now 
hav e the opportu nity to destroy 
it.

It looks especially heav y in 
the lig ht of a v olu minou s new 
g ov ernmental report, pu t ou t by 
the Equ al Employ ment Oppor­ 
tu nity C om m i s s i on , 
which 
asserts that racial discrim ina­ 
tion is still 
a hu g e barrier to 
better jobs and more pay for 
qu alifed Neg roes. 
Cou ntless blacks w arrant u n­ 
derstanding if they seem to feel 
that the stru g g le is hopeless and 
that there may be m ore reward 
and comfort in the withdrawal 
to a separate “world” within 
the nation. 
Yet Ru stin, a one-time Com­ 
mu nist t u r n e d p r e g m a t i c 
democrat, 
s e e s the 
practical 
folly 
in 
all 
this. 
Today ’s 
America 
is 
an 
interwov en 
society of org anizations with the 
endu ring wieg ht and force of 
a g reat arctic ice sheet. 
At its softened edg es (like the 
v u l n e r a bl e 
colleg es, 
this 
society can 
be attacked 
with 
deceptiv e ease. Bu t it can no 
more 
be 
brou g ht 
down by 
handfu l 
of 
black and 
white 
rebels than Greenland’s wind- 
ridden ice cap can be conqu ered 
by 
polar 
adv entu rers 
pu lled 
across its wastes by stru g g ling 
sled dog s. 
There is no place in America,

analy sts of this society cannot 
forg iv e them is the fu tility of 
their 
response

other hu m ans and their rig hts, 
fou l-mou thedly

in 
ou trag eou s g eneralities — all in

None of this is either bold 
or cou rag eou s or idealistic. It 
is in fact a confession of failu re

hav e made a cu lt of failu re. 
This society is not g oing down

Trends toward urbanization and 
specia liza tion in m edica l prac­ 
tice ha v e resulted in a faldis- 
tribution of physicia ns in rural 
a rea s, lea v ing som e rural com ­ 
m unities without im m edia te a c­ 
cess to m edica l ca re.’* 


About 6 million people, the 
AMA estim a tes, liv e in isola ted 
rural 
com munities 
w here 
the 
doctor-population ra tio is about 
2,000 or 3,000 to 1 — compared 
with 
a 
national 
a v era g e 
of 
about 680 to 1. 


Why is m edica l serv ice thin­ 
ning in som e rural a rea s? 
One explanation wa s offered 
by C. B. Ratchford, v ice presi­ 
dent for extension a t the Uni­ 
v ersity’ of Missouri. 


Not m a ny yea rs a g o, Ra tch­ 
ford sa id, m ost health sendees 
we^e prov ided by g enera l pra c­ 
titioners—family doctors. 


“ But toda y, minimum health 
serv ice requires a tea m of spe­ 
cia lists, 
hospita ls, 
expensiv e 
equipment . . . and other sim i­ 
la r 
serv ices. 
Y esteryea r, a 
m edica l doctor could do well in 
a rela tiv ely sm a ll community. 
Toda y’s health tea m , how’ev er, 
requires 
a 
la rg e 
population 
ba se, a public inv estm ent be­ 
yond the m ea ns of m ost rural 
local institutions, and an oppor­ 
tunity for m edica l personnel to 
be in consta nt and im m edia te 
touch with the world-wide m ed­ 
ica l 
com m unity,” 
Ratchford 
said. 
This technolog ica l cha ng e in 
m edica l serv ice, the Missourian 
believ es, is part of a sim ila r 
trend tha t has hit a lm ost all 
other serv ices for rural a rea s. 
One 
a nswer 
to 
the 
broad 
problem of better serv ices—in­ 
cluding health ca re—for th era- 
ral c o m m u n i t y is a sharp 
growth in sm a il town-big town 
coopera tion in planning public 
serv ices. Ratchford sa id.

recently 
m echa nica l check-ups, such as 
taking off a wheel, a s well as 
surv eying 
front 
wheel a lig n­ 
ment, etc., and at a fee to the 
motorist. M otorists g ripe at the 
resulting congession! 
Our com pulsory Chicago in­ 
spections 
didn’t 
reduce 
a c­ 
cidents enough to m a ke up for 
the im position on the v a lua ble 
time of citizens, so they were 
rescinded. 
Besides, the National Sa fety 
Council 
has 
shown 
that 
well 
ov er 90 per cent of the auto 
a ccidents 
a re 
not 
due 
to 
m echa nica l fla ws in tires 
or 
car. 
Instea d, they are due to the 
“ nut” at the steering w’heel! 
R ea sona ble 
m echa nica l 
in­ 
spection, if quick and 
at no 
expense 
to 
the 
motorist, 
is 
helpful. 
But that is an exa m ple of the 
B i b l e ’ s 
com m ent 
about 
‘ * s t r ain i n g 
a t g na ts 
but 
swallowing ca m els.” 
For drinking driv ers are far 
more a threat to hig hwa y sa fety 


than mechanical defects in cars 


And by “ drinking driv ers” we 
mean 
not the 
inebriated, 
but 
those who hav e consumed only 
one or two beers! 
Remember, just one stein of 
beer contains as much alcohol 
a s a shot of whiskey! 
And just one stein of beer 
sta rts 
slowing 
down 
your 
reaction 
time to red 
lights, 
highway signs and other auto 
dangers. 
It’s not the drunken driv er but 
the drinking driv er (who can 
still walk a straight line and 
pa ss a drunkometer test), who 
is the real hazard nowadays on 
the highways. 
But cig a rette sm okers come 
next! 
Dr. J . L. Malfetti, director of 
Columbia 
U niv ersity’s 
safety 
education 
program, 
recently 
announced: 
“ If you smoke, don’t driv e!”
